(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent.

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ganot et 
al (U.S. Patent No. 6,164,723). 

Ganot et al teach the structure as claimed (See Figures 1-3 and specification). 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kondo et 
al (U.S. Patent No. 6,474,740 B1 ). 

Benoit et al teach the structure as claimed (See Figures 1-5 and specification). 
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Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rohee et 
al (U.S. Patent No. 6,402,249 B1). 

Rohee et al teach the structure as claimed (See Figure 3 and specification). 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ikegaya 
(U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0043856 A1). 

Ikegaya teaches the structure as claimed (See Figures 1-1 B and specification). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Rohee et al, Kopjima et al, and Reubeuze et al teach reclining 
mechanisms similar to the present invention.
